By Court Records. 

Story of a Negro Whoi 
Fell a Victim to Parti- 
san Politicians. 

The Trick Attempted to Beat 
McKinley Out of a Vote.

Ntcholnsvillc, Ky., Match 19. — 
During the le* t,ay» preceding the 
late Presidential election the Republi- 
cans snd sound-money Democrats 
here charged that the free-silver coun- 
ty officials tamed their offices and the 
coart-housc into mere political ma- 
chines, snd that they would stop at 
nothing to gain a vote for Bryan or 
defraud McKinley out ol one so long 
as their acts were protected by the 
offices which they held. The princi- 
pal feat ol tnese officials was In 
trumping up charges against negroes 
or arresting them on old charges dar- 
ing the two days and nights before 
election day and refusing them ball 
offered by competent bondsmen The 
object wis twofold; it. of course, pre- 
vented those who were pnt in jtil 
Irom voting and frightened others in- 
to running nvay, for the ignorant ne- 
gro never knew what atrange humor 
the "law" ► on Id thke about that 
time snd cause him to be put in jail. 

The last chapter in the case of one 
of the negroes so attested came to a 
close last week and the story is taken 
from the court record*. ft 1891 
Samuel Washington and William 
Lilly, negroes, the former « quite, 
peaceable darky, and the latter bear- 
ing a reputation .not *0 good, engaged 
in a fight. Lilly was slightly 1 
wounded. Both "skipped" out and | 
at the following term of the Circuit 
Coart (February, 1891 ) Washington 1 
was indicted by the grand jury for 
unlawful shooting and woundiug 
with intent to kill. Now of course 
and indictment returned against a 
man does not always mean that be is 
guilty, and Hon. C. J. Rronaton, who 
was then Commonwealth’s Attorney 
and reconnized as a bitter prosecutor, 
seemed to thing that this was the 
case of the indictment agslngt Wash- 
ington, for no effoit was made to 
capture him, and at the very next 
term of the court it waa filed away on 
Rronston's own motion. In 1893 
Hon. B. A. Crutcher became Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney. In March 
1894. Washington, who waa in Lex 
ington waa arrested by the officers 
there, a negro who had a spite against 
him and knew he had been indicted 
here, having told tbe police that he 
was wanted, in Nicholaaville. The 
Lexington police telephoned to the 
officers here that Washington had 
been arrested and waa held subject to 
their orders. 

Word immediately went hack that 
the ca-e against Washington had 
been filed away, and that he waa not 
wanted here. The Lexington police 
thereupan released him, telling him 
that the case against him at Nicho- 
Issville has been filed away. 

This was in March, 1894, and 
Washington Immediately came borne, 
where be has been aince. He staitrd 
a battier ahoy and supported an aged 
mother, who had become a widow, 
October 31 last, Circuit Court being 
in session, the Commonwealth’s At- 
torney made a motion to teslore tbe 
charge against Samuel Washington 
to the docket. No grounds were giv- 
en lor the restoration, but Sam, not 
even dreaming of anything like this, 
was not in the court-room nor had an 
attorney to object to the motion: so, 
after five years, the case was red >ck» 
eted, but the negro knew nothing of 
it until an hour afterward, when he 
was arrested and taken to j.iil 

Washington temained in jail from 
the 31st day of October until the nth 
day of Match, when, altera biief trial 
in the Circuit Couit his case was 
given to the jury, and in just five 
minutes — only time to tuke one bal- 
lot — he was declared not guilty, and 
was then released Irom custody. Not 
lang after he was lodged in jail what 
little money he possessed waa all con- 
sumed, and his old mother, whom he 
had so faithfully loved and supported, 
would have died of hunger and cold 
bad it not been lor the charity of 
some generous white people. 

S-m Washington's incarceration of 
133 to keep him Irom valltig meant 
aomrtging more than the sufferings 
of himself aud mother. The 133 
days s peut in j -til coat the county ot 
(csaamtnc just J79 80; his trial In the 
Circuit Court at least $30 more, mak- 
ing flap Ho that was paid by the tax- 
psyary ot the Stats of Kentucky to 
boat McKinley out ol one vote.

BY-LAWS. 

ARTlfcl.ti I. 

NAME 

Sec. I. The distinctive name of 
this Company shall be ' Rough River 
Guards.” 

ARTICLE II. 

Prksidiko Officer. 

Sec. I. The Captain is the presid 
ing officer of all meetings, or in his 
absence the First • Lieutenant; and so 
on to tbe next in command. The 
Commanding officer present may ap- 
point or permit the election of a 
Chairman, who shall preside at that 
meeting. 

ARTICLE III. 

CUSTODIAN Of ROIX, RECORDS fir FUNDS. 

Sec I. TheFlrst Sergeant shall keep 
tecords of the meetings, have charge 
ol the Company fluids, collect all dues, 
fines and assessments; keep a correct 
roll of the Company, and by order of 
the Commanding officer, issue orders 
for drills, parades and meetings. In 
absence of the First Sergeant, the 
duties ol the First Sergeant shall be 
performed by the second Sergeant, 
snd in his absence by the Third Ser- 
geant, and so on to the next in rank. 

Sec. 2. Each Sergeant shall have in 
his possession at every parade, meet- 
j ing or drill, a copy of the roll of the 
Company, to be furnished them by 
the First Sergeant. Any Sergeant 
appearing at the parade, meeting or 
drill without a copy of the roll of the 
Company shall be fined 50 cents. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sec. I. All moneys held by the 
First Sergeant shall be accounted lor 
to the Company, whenever called lor 
by the Commanding officer. No 
money shall be paid ont by the First 
Sergeant, except by orders ol the 
Commanding officer. 

Sec. 2 The Captain shill report to 
the Company, quarterly, all orders 
' made on the First Sergeant, and the 
purpose for which such orders were 
1 made. 

ARTICLE V. 

Admission of Members. 

Sec. I. All names of applicants for 
membership shall be placed on bul- 
letin board one week, and be voted 
on by secret ballot, and any one re- 
ceiving Five black balls shall be de- 
clared not elected. 

Sec. 2. Every member present when 
a vote is taken shall be required to 
vote. 

ARTICTE VL 
Business Meetings. 

Sec. I. Business meetings may be 
held whenever the Commanding of- 
j ficers may deem it necessary. 

Sec 2. Fifteen members shall con- 
stitute a quorum at all business meet- 
ings. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Drills. 

Sec. I. There shall be at least one 
regular drill each week. 

Sec 2 The Commanding officer 
' may order a drill or parade at any 
time. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Offenses and Fines. 

Sec. I. Any member absenting 
hitnsell from regular drill or special 
drill, for three consecutive times, 

; without a sufficient excuse theretor, 
shall be fined $1.00 for the same. 

Sec. a Any unsoldierly conduct 
while in rank, such as talking, chew- 
! ing, s pitting, or changing position, 

| shall be subject the offender to a fine 
of not less than ten cents nor more 
than twenty five cents for each of- 
fense. 

Sec. 3. Any member who shall be 
' found guilty of the offense of smok- 
ing in the Armony shall be fined 
twenty five cents for each offense. 

See. 4. Any member using nnothers 
arms or equipments without the con- 
sent of the Commanding officer shall 
be fined twenty five cents for each 
offense. 

Sec. 5. Any member coming to 
drill or parade under the influence of 
liqnor shall be fined $1.00 for e^ch 
offense. 

Sec. 6. Any member moving guns 
or equipments from their place in the 
Armory, without the consent of the 
Commanding officer, shall be fined 
Fifty-cents for each offense. 

Sec 7 For any disobedience of pro- 
per and authorized orders ol his su- 
perior officer, member shall be subject 
, to a trial by the Company Court Mar- 
) tial and fined not less than Filly- 
I centa nor more than $s 00 f° r ea£ h 
! offense. 

Sec. 8. Any member using nnbe- 
; coming language while in the ranks 
i shall be fined not more than $ 1.00 
I lor each offense. 

Sec. 9. All laws provided for the 
regulation of the Kentucky State 
! MalitU and the United States Army 
| are adopted and made a part oi these 
By-laws as far as applicable. 

ARTICLE 9- 
Dues. 

Sec. I. Dues shall be Twenty five 
cents quarterly. Due the first week 
i of each quarter. First quarter to be- 
gin Jan. 1 st 1897 

Sec. 2. Any member failing to pay 
when due shall be fined five cents ior 
every week he so tails.

I. These Ry-laws may be alter- 
ed or amended at any time, npon mo 
tior , provided t’ae proposed amend- 
mer is have* been presented to the 
Company in wnttlng, at least, one 
week before their adoption. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Adoption. 

Stc- I. These By-laws shall take 
effect after they have been adopted 
by a majority ol the members of the 
members of tills Company, upon the 
date of the approval of the Goveoor, 
so f*u as they shall be approved by 
him.

ADOPT8 THE GOLD STANDARD. 

After Kunr Year* of Inreallaatton, 

Japan Decfdra to Dlacnrd Silver. 

On Mnrch 1 It tt ut cabled from Yoko- 
hama that Japan had decided to adopt 
the gold standard nt a ratio of 32 1-3 
to 1 . tbe new standard to go Into altera- 
tion In October. 

This act, on top of ninny previous 
ones, move* Japan completely out of 
the ranks of the seml-elvllized snd Into 
those of civilized and progressiva na- 
tions. It wni not taken hoatily, but | 
after two years’ consideration of on j 
exhaustive report made by the Japanese 
currency commission appointed In , 
1803 . 

This commission found that, while ' 
eertatn capitalists, especially those em- 
ploying many laborers, were benefited 
by the falling silver standard the wage 
earners were injured from the fact that 
their wsgva did not rise as fast as did 
the prices of what they had to buy. The 
report pointed out what every rational 
trader ought to know — that a Oliver - 
standard country can trade and coni- ! 
pete with gold standard countries only 
after paying the loss on exchange in | 
foreign trade. However, as the greater 
part of Japan's trade waa with China 
and Indio, the two countries of Asia 
still using the silver standard, the dis- 
advantage on this account was not con- , 
sidered great. 

The silverites have lost with Japan I 
some of their best capita.. Of course ' 
they will tell us bow "British gold" . 
was used to bribe the government Into 
betraying It* people into the bawls of 
tbe money power. They cannot, how- 
ever, much, longer tell us that we are 
unable to compete with Japan because 
che uaeo the stiver standard. 

The truth Is that Japan got tired of 
being a second rate nation and of work- 
ing with second rate tools, and, after 
careful investigation, concluded to get 
rid of free cotquge at ordinary ratios, 
whioh drives gold out of tbe country as 
fast as it can be coined and whioh re- 
sults In the single sliver standard, and 
to adopt the gold standard at a ratio 
with silver which will permit the use of 
both metals in her trade. It is a wise 
step. Japan U ouly one of four or five 
nations which have adopted the gold 
standard during the last 18 months.

This clipping from a paper in the 
town where Dr. Coleman lives shows 
him to be one ot the moat remarkable 
and uaelul men in the denomination, 
and having known him from my 
childhood, being raised in seven miles 
of his home in dear old Kentucky, and 
he having befriended me, when a 
young man struggling for and educa- 
tion, I find pleasure in hearing testi- 
mony to hia great ability and useful- 
ness. He was elected sheriff ot his 
county when, barely old enough for 
the position, and before hia term ex- 
pired he refused the nomination for 
congress by the Democratic party, 
which would have been equivalent to 
an election, believiug he had been 
called to preach the gospel.
